Nixon, Thieu

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (U P I) -

Nixon 
and

Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, who wind up two days of 
summit talks today, both feel Saigon 
now is strong enough to defend itself 
without American troops. 
Nixon was a cordial host at his 
Oceanside Western White House, but 
he has carefully avoided any sort of 
public promise of resumption of 
U.S. military involvement in the 
event the two-month-old cease-fire 
collapses. 
Officials who are familiar with 
drafts of the joint communique, to 
be issued at the conclusion of the 
meeting today, said it would deal 
largely in generalities, emphasizing 
continued 
cooperation 
without 
getting into specifics. 
In his speech welcoming Thieu 
Monday, Nixon said, “ We now find 
that all American forces have 
returned (to the United States) and 
the people of Vietnam have the 
strength 
to 
defend 
their

independence and their right to 
choose their government in the 
years ahead.”

they decided the greatest priority 


should be given to a new automotive 
trades program at Lompoc High 
School, but that was not to be. A 
simulated office program at both 
high schools got the top spot, 
because there was some extra 
money for that purpose and the 
automotive program will require a 
new building, estimated to cost 
about $75,(KX). At the moment there 
is only $19,500 in the VEA capital 
outlay fund. 
Other high priority programs in 
addition to the graphics program 
which is scheduled for Cabrillo High 
School, and the simulated office 
programs at both high schools, are 
an automotive fuel and electric 
program at Cabrillo, an automotive 
program of fundamentals, fuel and 
electric, cooling system repair and 
air conditioning at Lompoc, food 
service or food cooperatives at 
Cabrillo

construction technology program at 
Lompoc. 
DeMarrais talks of many things. 
He talks of the cluster system for 
example that we kind of left 
dangling in the public print some 
time ago, and he talks of the crazy 
national priorities that earmark 
$114 million to publicize a former 
U.S. Commissioner of Education’s 
concept of career education and 
only a fraction of that sum to 
implement some pilot programs. 
Po itics and regional rivalries and 
differences can have one play the 
numbers game with money, with 
dates on the calendar—but we’re 
really talking about kids and where 
they go from here.

FIT members blame 
government for inflation

The U.S. Federal Government 
needs a public relations team in 
Lompoc. Its image is becoming 
grotesque. 
In a meeting attended last night by 
60 FIT (Fight Inflation Together) 
members 
and 
several 
invited 
guests, 
the federal government 
came off an as uncontrollable felon 
responsible 
for 
the 
present 
economic ills. 
Federal 
spending, 
taxation, 
subsidies, soil banks, and the grain 
sale to Russia are causes for high 
food costs and inflation in general, 
according to Mrs. Ruth Grimes, 
Mrs. Pat Harrison, and other verbal 
FIT members. 
Representatives from local food 
markets, invited to present their 
side of high food costs, generally 
agreed. 
Lompoc 
City Councilman 
Sol 
Lefkowitz 
encouraged 
everyone 
present to write President Nixon 
and their congressmen and demand 
that rising prices be controlled. 
Merrell Williams, part owner of 
Williams Brothers Markets, said 
they are willing to work with the 
public to help lower prices of meat 
as well as all grocery items. 
“ We are concerned. When prices 
are down we make more money 
than when prices are up,” Williams 
revealed. 
Representatives from Williams 
Brothers and S & S Food Market told 
the discontented group that all food 
retailers have a goal of earning a 
one per cent profit. But with today’s 
prices they sometimes operate with 
a less than one per cent profit 
earning. 
Jim Williams, meat operational 
manager at Williams Brothers, said 
‘We have nothing to hide” He 
stated that Williams Brothers is 
trying to hold meat prices down and 
must sometimes sell at cost. 
Jim Williams went on to say that 
farmers 
and 
rancher 
are 
not 
responsible for high food prices and 
cited taxes as a main reason. 
“ You 
can 
w rite 
your 
congressmen...and question the vast 
spending programs of the federal 
government,” he suggested as an 
action consumers can take to halt 
inflation. 
Walter 
Holmdahl, 
a 
Lompoc 
Valley 
rancher, 
presented 
the 
ranchers and farmers side of food 
cost crisis. He came armed with a 
long list of livestock production 
costs. 
Such factors as grazing land costs. 


$32 to $35 in taxes per year per cow, 
feed costs (up 24 per cent since last 
year), veterinarian service and 
supply—costs (which have doubled 
in the past 20 years, and increased 
costs of farm machinery— all 
contribute to rising prices. 
A member of the Santa Barbara 
County 
Cattlemen’s 
Association, 
Mrs. James P. Larsen, said that 
some blame for inflation goes to the 
unions and their continuous demand 
for higher wages. 
In an arm raising gesture, FIT 
members agreed to try curtailing 
the rising costs of all food items, not 
just meat. Their latest ploy will be 
passing out post cards to friends and 
neighbors, encouraging them to 
write down their complaints and 
send the cards to congressmen.

Power failure in Florida 


MIAMI (UPI) — Four large electrical generating plants failed in 
populous Dade and Broward counties today, Blacking out power to more 
than two million residents and tourists on south Florida’s Gold Coast. 
Elevators stopped in buildings, trapping passengers between floors 
Department stores closed and traffic slowed to a crawl as signal lights 
became inoperative. 
The blackout lasted less than 45 minutes in some areas, but power was 
slow being restored to other places in the Greater Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale areas. 
The power went off about 9:37 a.m. EST and by 10:15 was back on in 
downtown Miami. 
Jack Francis, director of corporate relations for Florida Power & Light 
Co.. said that the blackout started at the Port Everglades generating plant 
south of Fort Lauderdale, where “ due to problems unknown at this time ” 
the plant’s four generating units tripped out of service^ He said the units 
were “ apparently responding to signals from automatic protective devices 
designed to protect the generators.” 
This caused a surge at three other power plants —at Fort Lauderdale and 
Turkey Point and Cutler Ridge in Dade County —causing all the generators 
to shut down automatically. 
Francis said the blackout was restricted to Dade and Broward counties, 
where more than a fourth of Florida’s residents live. 
Francis said it would take “ a couple of hours” to restore power to all 
affected areas. 
An official at the Port Everglades plant where the first shutdown 
occurred said that there was “ a lot of steam in the air.” 
In downtown Miami, traffic kept moving but motorists slowed to make 
their way carefully through intersections suddenly without traffic signals. 
Traffic policemen took over at many places. 
There were no reports of serious accidents resulting from the blackout.

North county supervisors late Monday blocked a move by 
South county supervisors to adopt an interim ordinance to 
hold up issuance of oil drilling perm its on Santa Rosa Island 
pending filing of environmental impact reports. 
The emergency ordinance request by Supervisor Jam es 
M. Slater received three of the five votes on the board, but 
faikd because it needed a four-fifths majority. 


Mobil Oil Co. applied for the perm its Friday afternoon at 
the office of the petroleum administrator in Santa Maria. 
The company was told the applications would be held up 
pending a decision as to environmental study requirements. 
Under present guidelines, such permits can be granted 
ministerially, Deputy County Counsel Susan Trescher told 
the board. 


Slater, backed by Supervisors Charles F. Catterlin and 
Frank J. Frost, had attempted to have the emergency 
ordinance passed to prevent Mobil from getting the drilling 
permits without having a public hearing on environmental 
impact. 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, and 
Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, stymied the efforts of the 
South Coast supervisors. 
The board by the same vote then “approved’’ a non­ 
emergency ordinance along the same lines, but Miss 


Trescher said this could be done only by having such a 
proposal noticed at a regular board meeting. 
Finally, however, by a 4-1 vote —after this motion was 
rescinded — the board agreed to refer the m atter to the 
Planning Commission for public hearings. 
Slater said the iptent of his motion was to make oil 
drilling outside regular fields a non-ministerial act, and 
have it become discretionary on the part of the board. 
Slater and Frost claimed Mobil Oil representatives had 
promised the board last year it would notify the county of 
any move to drill for oil on the island. 
That promise was broken by applying for permits at the 
Santa Maria office without notice to the supervisors, they 
said. 
Slater argued that island oil drilling would present new 
oil spill hazards in the Santa Barbara Channel, and could 
result in the draining of federal leaseholds that would in 
turn imperil the Santa Barbara Sanctuary designed to 
protect areas offshore from South Barbara and environs 
from oil development. 
Tunnell argued that the offshore island represented the 
“most desirable place in the county to drill oil wells.” He 
claimed the next least objectionable place to drill for oil 
was the offshore waters themselves, “ if operations are 
safely conducted.”

Public records 


Reversing their untenable position, the University 
of California Regents voted to make public its 
“ secret" contract by which it engaged Charles J. 
Hitch as president. 
Although his annual salary of $53,500 was already 
known, information had been received that his total 
compensation was staggering for a public official. To 
determ ine the facts the contract was sought. 
The initial request to view the docum ent was 
routine. It was made on the prem ise that anv contract 
executed by a governmental agency for the spending 
of taxpayers’ money is a public record. 
When that request was arbitrarily denied the details 
of the contract becam e a secondary m atter. The 
public’s right to know em erged as the suprem e issue. 
It was the intent of the Legislature in enacting the 
Public M eetings Law and the Public Records Act to 
make the actions of government m ore open. They 
were to insure the right of citizens to review the 
official acts of government. 
One would think such laws unnecessary. This nation 
is a government of the people. They govern through 
elected representatives. But all power of those in 
office stem s from the people. 
However, as in the case of the Regents, those in 
office som etim es become confused. They come to 
look upon the agency, for which they have been 
entrusted with stewardship, as their own. They start 
meeting in “ executive sessions’’ and “ protecting” the 
records from the scrutiny of “ idle curiosity.” 
The Regents position that the Hitch contract was a 
“ personnel 
file the disclosure of which 
would 
constitute an unw arranted invasion of personal 
privacy” was a grievous m isconstruction of the law. 
Had it been sustained by a court it would have given 
license to every county, city and local district to enter 
into secret deals in the hiring of executives. 
The Regents further position that, because present 
law perm its “ executive sessions” , the form al action 
taken behind closed doors need not be m ade known is 
an intolerable distortion of the public m eetings law. 
But the gauntlet having been thrown, there was no 
choice but to bring a court action to prove their 
position wrong and compel the disclosure of the 
contract. The suit brought a wave of editorial 
reaction. 
In hoisting the flag of surrender the Regents 
dem onstrated how penetrating the white heat of 
public opinion can be when it is turned on a 
governmental agency. They also avoided a showdown 
in court and a clearcut decision of law. 
The incident has served a good purpose. It has 
revealed the faults of present laws. II “ executive 
sessions” are to be perm itted for any reason, the 
reasons m ust be specifically defined. And it m ust be 
m ade crystal clear that form al action can only be 
taken in public session. 
If there are to be any exceptions to the law that 
government records are open to public view, these 
m ust be carefully spelled. If any part of a public 
em ployee’s “ personnel file” should not be public, the 
law should be m ost specific about it. 
Other am endm ents needed are those to m ake clear 
where an action to enforce one’s right to see records 
may be brought. A citizen is not to be harassed on 
technicalities which require him to chase around the 
state in pursuit of records. 
And, since such court actions are expensive, the law 
should provide for the recovery of costs caused by 
arbitrary and carpricious denial of access to public 
records. 
Perhaps 
too, 
the 
public 
official, 
who 
acts 
capriciously in denying a citizen the right to inspect a 
public record, should be subject to some personal 
penalty.

How Dick Allen found peace in Chicago

on the new cruise ship the “Spirit of 
L(»ndi Г; 
the last word in luxury at sea. The food was 
out nf th s w uld. and we had so many prime rib cuts and 
steaks that a plebian hamburger looked welcome! 
First nail was a day at Puerto Villarte. one-time nice 
little village, and now a bustling town of 25,000. Now all 
expensive hotels and apartments. However, prosperous as 
It appeared on the main streets, the rest of the place was 
still a Mexican pueblo, with cobbled streets and a manana 
atmosphere 
Next day we stopped at Zan Manillo, a thriving port and 
mining shipping center. A short stop, then leaving for 
Acapulco, where we anchored in the bay and went ashore in 
the ship s boats. Tourism is the big word here and we were 
shown the hotels and apartments at fabulous prices. Here 
again the prosperity is around the center of the town, with a 
few hotels already encroaching on the desert back country. 
Where it will all end is anyone’s guess, but money is 
apparently plentiful! 
After a day here the ship turned around and headed for 
Mazatlan. We went close in to a beautiful little bay, also full 
of hotels, with the unpronunceable name of Zihuatenejo 
(something between a cough and a sneeze!) Mazatlan had 
changed very much from our last visit some 10 years ago, 
and was now a busy port catering to the vegetable and 
cotton growing country of the Yaqui Dam area. A short stop 
here, and we were on our way to Los Angeles, a two days 
run, where we arrived last Wednesday morning. 
A very pleasant and interesting voyage, well worth the 
comparatively easy rates. I highly recommend the Spirit 
of London’for a release from worries and troubles for a few 
days. 
And so we return to pick up the threads of our column as 
best we can. 
OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing was picking up, but on the spotty side, 
with a weather complex still to trouble the angler. Most of 
the party boats are still going for rock fishing, during the 
week, seas permitting, but going for salmon on weekends. 
Harbor Associates, who handle the Port San Luis launching 
facility, note that the salmon business, tho not flourishing, 
has been a little short of one fish per angler over the last 
few weeks. 
The “Islander, ” operating from P ete’s Tackle shop, has 
been doing well on big ling cod below Point Sal, and goes 
out daily if enough anglers show up. 
San Luis Sport Fishing boats doing right well on bottom 
fishing, also with salmon trolling, if enough customers 
show up. If we get a turn of real good weather, there is no 
reason why the fishing should not be good. But so far the old 
term of “ spotty ” has been well applied. 
LAKE FISHING 
We have not done too much on local lakes,but with Lopez 
Lake going over the spillway, fishing appears to have 
picked up. Both bass and trout have been caught in the 
Wittenberg Arm area. Bassmaster Max Charlesworth has 
been having wonderful fishing using a Dazzle Tail Garcia 
lure, which is a sort of lead head jig with a spinner blade, 
and is worked slowly along the bottom with a jerking 
motion. We may say for the record the Max throws all his 
bass back again! According to lake officials, best bank 
fishing for trout is across from the horse corral, and the 
island, which has appeared again! 
At Margarita Lake, bass “know-how ” pays off and some 
nice limits of bronze backs are being caught. 
Laguna and Atascadero Lakes were due for a planting 
last week, and the former lake fishery should be good. Try 
fishing with a bobber close to the bank, rather than casting 
out to the middle of the lake. 
At Cachuma, bass fishing rated as fair, but trout fishing 
definitely good with some fish in the three and four pound 
class being taken on lures and spinners. Some good shore 
fishing in spots, especially near the boat landing, with both 
cheese and floating bait. 
' 
Last word from Lake Nacimiento is that the white bass 
are hitting hard and limits come easy. Black Bass also 
beginning to show up, and some catfish, but most anglers 
are busy with the scrapping white bass. 
We will be getting a better coverage on water conditions 
at this lake, as we have been promised a weekly lake 
report. 
MAIL CALL 
Checking thru some of our mail, we find that the Colorado 
River has yielded a record flathead catfish last week. A 51 
pound, 8 oz. lunker was taken a few days after the last 
record fish of 45 pounds was taken. The DFG is expecting 
the flathead catfish record to fall more often, as the Hsh 
have now established them selves in the Colorado River, 
where they were first planted in 1962. 
Lobster fishing in the Los Angeles area was an expensive 
deal for four individuals, who pleaded guilty in Justice 
Court to taking lobster with illegal devices, and having 
fresh lobstertails in their possession. (The F and G Code 
provides it is illegal to have fish, including lobster, in 
possession in such a condition that its legality cannot be 
ascertained » After hearing the guilty pleas, the judge fined 
one man $250 and confiscated diving gear including tanks 
and regulators all valued at $1500. All four also received 30 
day jail sentences which were suspended for one year on 
condition they refrained from breaking fishing and hunting 
laws. 
DFG hatcheries planted 60,632,631 fish weighing 4,464,291 
pounds during the 1971-72 fiscal year.

Value of agriculture 


If anyone ever had any doubt about the 
value of agriculture to Santa Barbara 
County, we are positive those doubts have 
been expelled after reading the annual 
report 
recently 
released 
by 
County 
Agricultural Commissioner Graydon B. 
Hall, Jr. 
Agriculture's gross value to the County 
last year was $115.2 million, an increase of 
more than $6.4 million over 1971 totals. 
The diversification of agriculture is 
highlighted in the report. Broccoli and 
cauliflower production rose more than $5 
million over 1971 totals. It was the best 
strawberry year in many years; lemons 
stayed in the $8 million gross income 
bracket; 
vegetable 
crops 
in 
general 
showed an excellent year because of 
increased acreage and the uninterrupted 
harvesting season caused by dry weather. 
Cut flowers vaulted past the $7 million

figure for the first tim e, showing an 
upward 
trend 
throughout 
the county. 
Beach acreage, while down more than 
3,000 acres, compiled a $2.3 million gross 
income. 
Cattle, 
the 
largest 
“crop'* 
in 
the 
agricultural spectrum in term s of value, 
registered $19.5 million last year. An 
increase in livestock and poultry products 
was noted from $6.8 million in 1971 to $7.2 
million in 1972. 


These are all healthy figures, but they 
are gross figures. Ranchers and farm ers 
paid ever-increasing costs for production 
and packaging and the net figures were far 
lower than the gross. 
But the fields and ranches of Santa 
Barbara 
County 
are 
productive 
and 
agriculture certainly continues to be one of 
the basic factors in the economy of our 
area. 


Connecticut's appeal 


The press has not widely noticed 
an extraordinary appeal that has 
been 
lodged 
by 
the 
State 
of 
Connecticut asking the Supreme 
Court to review its decision of last 
January in respect of abortion. On 
that occasion the Court ruled that no 
state can deny a woman the right to 
an abortion during the first few 
months of her pregnancy on the 
grounds that the fetus is not a 
“person” in any constitutional sense 
and is not therefore entitled to the 
protections given to a person. The 
court was not itself anxious to rule 
just when in the embryonic process 
someone comes alive, satisfying 
itself to say that “We need not 
resolve the difficult question of 
when life begins.” 
The 
State 
of 
Connecticut 
re­ 
minds 
the 
Court 
that 
in 
1966, 
in 
Brookhart v. Janis, 
the Supreme Court 
o b s e r v e d 
that 
“ When 
c o n s t i ­ 
tutional rights turn 
on the resolution of 
a factual dispute, 
we are duty bound 
to make an indepen­ 
dent examination of 
the evidence in the 
record. ” It is 
such an independent examination 
that the State of Connecticut has 
conducted. And fourteen states of 
the union have joined Connecticut, 
as amici curiae. The Court is 
considering the 
matter at this 
moment. 
Connecticut has imposed upon 
it se lf 
rigorous 
s c i e n t i f i c 
responsibilities, to which end it 
begins 
its 
55-page 
brief 
with 
testimony 
from 
scientists. 
Dr. 
Albert Williafn Liley is professor in 
Perinatal 
Physiology 
in 
the 
Postgraduate School of Obstetrics 
and Gynaecology at the University 
of Aukland. “In 1963,” says Dr. 
Liley, “I developed a technique for 
the transfusion of blood to the baby 
in utero. This work demonstrated

conclusively that the unborn child, 
like any other person, could be ill 
and 
could 
have 
his 
disease 
diagnosed, his condition assessed, 
and his malady successfully treated. 
In 
a 
number 
of 
genetic 
and 
biochemical 
problems, 
definite 
diagnosis can be established as 
early as the fourteenth week, and, in 
the Rh baby, therapy has been 
undertaken 
as 
early 
as 
the 
eighteenth week of intrauterine life. 
With advances in technology these 
limits will be moved back earlier in 
pregnancy. The unborn child is my 
patient, and I respect and protect 
his life as I would the life of any 
other patient.” 
Dr. Hymie Gordon is Chairman of 
the Department of Medical Genetics 
at the Mayo Clinic. He introduces 
his testimony philosophically. “The 
modern biological concept of human 
individuality 
is 
remarkably 
in 
harmony with that of some of the 
oldest theological concepts. The 
Rabbis of the Talmudical period and 
the early Christian Fathers taught 
that life entered the fetus at the 
moment 
of conception. 
Modern 
biology teaches the same thing . . 
.True, 
environmental 
influences 
both during the intrauterine period 
and 
after 
birth 
modify 
the 
individual’s 
constitution 
and 
continue to do so right until his 
death, but it is at the moment of 
conception 
that the individual’s 
capacity 
to 
respond 
to 
these 
exogenous influences is established. 
It is an ignorant presumption to 
suggest that we are in a position to 
weigh its (the living cell’s) life 
against that of another. A clear 
distinction must be made between 
the unquestionable right of the 


mother to decide whether or not she 
is to become pregnant, and the 
unquestionable right of the unborn 
baby to life.” 
Dr. Micheline Mathews-Roth of 
the Department of Microbiology and 
Molecular Genetics 
at Harvard 
deposes that “studies in embryology 
and 
genetics 
have 
conclusively 
proved 
that 
the 
embryo 
from 
conception to birth is a living human 
individual 
” 
Dr. Paul Rockwell, Director of 
Anesthesiology at Leonard Hospital 
in Troy, New York, writes that “in 
1958 or thereabouts, while giving an 
anesthetic for a ruptured ectopic 
pregnancy at eight weeks gestation, 
I observed what I believe was the 
smallest living human being ever 
seen.

Safe and sure ways to slim down 


of DR. J. M. McINTIRE 


Q: I’ve been on every diet in the world but I always 
gain back what I lose. Is there some new way to take 
it off and keep it off? 
A: Diets have come and gone and come back again 
just like women’s fashions, but overweight is never 
in style. I don’t know which diets you’ve tried, but 
most of the quick weight loss or crash diets empha­ 
size one type of food at the expense of all others. 
They tell you to eat as much as you like of certain 
foods on their diet list, but not to eat anything else. 
Or, the diet includes an unusual before-meal regi­ 
men of 10 ounces of water or vegetable juice, grape­ 
fruit or chewing gum. However, these diets rarely 
tell you what to eat once you’ve lost the weight and 
go back to “regular” eating. 
The secret to successful dieting is to use a variety 
of foods, selected for their nutritional values, in 
quantities that will allow you to lose weight. No mat­ 
ter what your best friend may have told you, calories 
do count. Unless you consume fewer calories than 
your system needs, you just aren’t going to lose 
weight. 
The best and most up-to-date diet plan uses the 
same combination of conventional and formulated 
foods both for taking it off and keeping it off. The 
difference is in the quantities eaten, with fewer cal­ 
ories consumed during the weight loss period. The 
foods used on the diet are delicious, varied and ex­ 
actly the same kind as you would want to select 
every day. The great advantage to this plan is that 
while you are losing you are automatically retrain­ 
ing your eating habits to sustain a new, lighter ver­ 
sion of yourself. There is no radical change in types 
of food from diet to maintenance. Quantity is the key. 
If your reducing diet is nutritionally balanced, 
you will be more successful in avoiding fatigue, in­ 
fection and crankiness, each of which is a threat to 
the successful continuation of a period of dieting. In 
order to get this proper balance, a variety of foods 
is necessary. This is good for your taste buds as well 
as for your health. 
Proteins are the building blocks of the entire sys­ 
tem, building and repairing tissues, helping to form 
antibodies to fight infection. Choose meat, fish, poul­ 
try, eggs, cheese and milk, allowing at least three 
servings of protein each day. Limited quantities of 
carbohydrates and fats, the energy producing foods, 
are desirable during a period of reduced food intake. 
Select three fruits a day for carbohydrate intake. 
The natural fat contained in meats and fish should 
be sufficient while reducing. Calcium, besides build­ 
ing bones and teeth, helps muscles react normally 
and delays fatigue. Milk and cheese are major 
sources of calcium; choosing nonfat milk during 
dieting reduces calories substantially. Turnip, mus­ 
tard greens, kale and broccoli are also good sources 
for calcium. The vitamins, of course, play a central 
role in the release of energy from food as well as 
fighting infection and fatigue. Dark green or deep 
yellow vegetables like carrots, squash or kale, are 
great sources of Vitamin A. The B vitamins are 
found in milk and meat as well as green leafy vege­ 
tables, asparagus, broccoli, collards, parsley and 
spinach. Vitamin C is in tomatoes, green peppers, 
cabbage and other lightly cooked greens as well as 
in the familiar citrus juices. Vitamin D is in your 
fortified milk, nonfat or regular.

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In order to lose weight today, or maintain a new, 
lighter weight, we must consume fewer calories 
than we did in the past. Our energy-consuming acti­ 
vities which burn up the calories have greatly de­ 
creased in the last twenty years. “Labor saving” de­ 
vices, elevators and the automobile are just a few of 
the reasons. Most women will find that a 900 calorie 
diet is best for losing weight while maintaining suf­ 
ficient energy to enjoy their 1972 activity level, if 
the diet is nutritionally balanced. At this calorie lev­ 
el, the weight loss should be 2 to 3 pounds a week. 
Probably the biggest change in dieting and weight 
control has come with the development of the nu­ 
tritionally balanced meals in a glass such as Slender 
from Carnation. The formulation of this product 
limits the calories to 225 per meal, (or 164 if the 
drink is made from the instant version with nonfat 
milk), but it also provides 1/4 of the daily require­ 
ments of minerals and vitamins established by the 
Food and Nutrition Board of the National Research 
Council.

Many 
women have found they prefer to spend these fewer 
calories on breakfast and lunch, leaving the major­ 
ity of their daily calories for that meal with the fam­ 
ily. Meals in a glass also save time since the nutri­ 
tional balance is already built in and you don’t have 
to stop to figure it out. 


How do you make all this work? Learn to use a cal­ 
orie counter (or calorie chart) and a postal scale. 
The charts will give you calories per serving, indi­ 
cated in ounces or fractions of a cup, the postal scale 
will let you weigh out portions in advance. With the 
chart and the scale you can determine how much to 
serve yourself. Count everything you eat, even the 
sugar in your coffee. Practice this before starting 
your diet. You’ll get a clear picture of how calories 
mount up quickly and whete they can be eliminated. 
When you start your diet, you’ll find it becomes quite 
easy to plan the combinations of food and its quanti­ 
ties to add up to 900 calories. 


Once you are down to your new weight you must 
realize that in order not to gain you must eat less 
than you did when you were heavy. A smaller body 
requires fewer calories to maintain its system effec­ 
tively. However, in order to prevent further weight 
loss, gradually increase your calorie intake by in­ 
creasing the size of your portions. To help maintain 
that new weight, weigh yourself every day, nude, 
at the same time of day. Don’t let overweight creep 
up on you. If you discover a gain of just 3 pounds, go 
back to a calorie controlled meal in a glass once or 
twice a day. Losing 3 pounds is easier and faster than 
losing 10 or 15. Weight maintenance is really a series 
of small easy-to-handle weight losses. Keep your 
kitchen stocked with the nutritionally supportive 
foods, both conventional and formulated, and you’ll 
always be ready to catch those extra pounds before 
they get out of hand.
